Racine, W is., Dec. 13.—The big plant 
of the 
Racine 
M anufacturing 
com­ 
pany, 
manufacturers

automobile 
tops and piano stools, together with 
the Dania Brotherhood hall, the Mitch- 
ell-Lewis wagon works and several 
residences, was destroyed by fire, en­ 
tailing a loss estimated at $650,000, of 
which all but $50,000 is borne by the 
Racine M anufacturing com pany’s plant 
The latter concern carried $250,000 in 
surance. 
a he origin of the fire is no! 
known. 
The fire started in the m ill room ot 
the Racine Manufacturing company’s 
plant, which comprises six buildings. 
The flam es spread quickly through 
out the entire plant, and soon gutted 
it com pletely. 
The main building was six stories 
and was 75 by 200 feet, and five othei 
structures of the plant consisted ol 
four stories. 
The entire plant occu 
pied a city block. 
A fter wiping out the R acine Manu 
facturing 
com pany’s 
building, 
the 
flames spread to the D ania Brother­ 
hood hall and destroyed th a t structure, 
the loss being $16,000, with $8,500 in­ 
surance. 
The Mitchell wagon works and Petei 
Zinnen’s two-story brick block next 
burned, with a loss of $16,000, divided 
$10,000 and $6,000, respectively, part­ 
ly covered by insurance. 
The fire was checked w ith the de­ 
struction of a saloon, boarding house, 
several 
residences 
and 
dam age 
to 
about a dozen other residences. 
It was th e biggest fire experienced 
by Racine in twenty-five years. 
The firemen were ham pered by fro 
zen hydrants. 
Assistance w as called 
from Milwaukee, and an engine com 
pany w as loaded on a special car. 
W hile th e 
Milwaukee departm ent 
succeeded in checking the flames, most 
of the dam age was done before assist 
ance arrived.

Sunday was Anti-Saloon Field Bay 
in Brainerd and Big Meetings 
Were Held 


MASS MEETING AT OPERA HOUSE 


Sabbath Desecration by Theatres and 
Gambling Slot Machines 
Denounced 
Sunday was Anti-Saloon day in 
Brainerd, and a contingent of able 
speakers and executives of that or­ 
ganization spent a very busy day in 
occupying the pulpits, getting primed 
with reference to the political out­ 
look, and stirring up such a wave of 
enthusiasm for their cause in the 
opera house in the evening as to call 
forth a unanimous rising vote that 
all Sunday laws be enforced to the 
letter, and that a committee be ap­ 
pointed to wait upon Mayor Ousdahl 
and the Council relative to the m at­ 
ter. 
The speakers occupying the vari­ 
ous pulpits were among the most 
eloquent in temperance reform in the 
state of Minnesota, several of them 
being lawyers, which added much in­ 
terest to their addresses when it came 
to a legal phase of temperance re­ 
form. 
From reports, unusual audi­ 
ences were on hand and large contri­ 
butions given to carry the matter of 
county option on to the next legis­ 
lature and senate, and it is claimed 
that, to use Supt. P. J. Youngdahl’s 
word, "many 
representatives 
and 
senators who voted in direct opposi­ 
tion to the wishes of their consti­ 
tuencies will be laid away to rest in 
their political graves." 
The audience at the evening's meet­ 
ing at the opera house was a repre­ 
sentative one composed largely of 
men from all political parties, but 
who, by the applause given, gave 
evidence that they were in hearty 
sympathy with the movement, and 
from contributions handed in proved 
it in a practical way. 
The various clergymen of the city, 
with one or two exceptions occupied 
the platform, while those who were 
absent, from the report of the mem­ 
bers of the Brainerd Law and Order 
League, have given their hearty sup­ 
port to the movement, particularly 
that touching the Sunday law enforc- 
ment. 
The audience appointed W. J. Low- 
rie, Prof. J. A. Wilson and Hugo Tho- 
rene as their representatives to wait 
upon the mayor and council to pre­ 
sent the resolutions, and they have 
the belief that that body will place 
the responsibility of law enforce­ 
ment where it belongs, and they also 
have it from several prominent law- 
i yers who were on hand that no spec­ 
ial ordinance is required in the m at­ 
ter, as the laws now' standing covers 
it. 
The following is the Resolutions 
adopted: 
Whereas, We find that on the Sab­ 
bath day in this City of Brainerd, 
there are theatres, several pool-rooms, 
one roller-skating rink, one box-ball 
bowling alley, open to the public, 
and, 
Whereas, there are numerous slot 
machines, gambling 
devises 
sta­ 
tioned in several places of business 
in open violation of the law as re­ 
corded in the statutes of Minnesota, 
and, 
Whereas, we believe that 
these 
aforementioned institutions and de­ 
vices are in open desecration of the 
Sabbath day, detrimental to public 
morals, particularly to the young, 
prejudicial to the good name of our 
city, a shame and disgrace to the ad­ 


ministration of law in this municipal­ 
ity 
Therefore, be it Resolved, that we, 
the citizens in mass meeting assem­ 
bled, do hereby and herewith insist 
that the laws touching these insti­ 
tutions be enforced to the letter, and 
that an ordinance be framed and pass­ 
ed by our city council to Close the 
theatres and other such places which 
desecrate the Sabbath day, that the 
quietness and sacredness of Sabbath 
divinely ordained, 
and 
protected 
by state law. be restored.
